From 
far-away Cape Nome comes this cheering information ; 
from Alaska, the land for which Uncle Sam paid to 
Russia the paltry sum of $7,000,000 and which has 
proven the greatest bargain in history. Near Cape 
Nome has been discovered a tin ledge that promises to 
make America one of the greatest tin-producing coun- 
tries in the world. One thousand pounds of the tin are 
soon to be brought to New York and Chicago as a 
sample. It is 80 per cent pure and is so deep and 
bountiful in quantity that it can be most profitably 
worked. 

“Since 1898 the geological survey has reported ‘no 
tin.’ Before that time the output was insignificant, al- 
though large sums were spent in an effort to get the 
metal from the Black Hills. It was too shallow there 
to be profitably worked, however, and the machinery 
that was set up has gone to rust and the mining stock 
is waste paper. 

“A. H. Craig of Mukwonago, Wis., says: ‘You 
would scarcely believe me if I should give a true state- 
ment of the tin discoveries in that far-away region. I 
have known of the existence of tin in Alaska for more 
than a year, but not until recently was the quantity de- 
termined. It is only a question of a little time when 
this tin will be mined in sufficient quantities to supply 
all our needs and we shall be independent of any other 
country.’ ’

THE condition of the money and stock 
The Stock ’ 


Market markets continues to furnish a subject 


for intellectual speculation, a speculation 
which to some extent may be said to be taking the 
place of the speculation which ordinarily brings both 
the money and stock markets into their greatest prom- 
inence. As the recognized barometer of the general 
trade of the country, the stock market is watched with 
an intensity due to many reasons besides the gains 
which certain individuals may make in the rise or fall 
of the securities dealt in at that mart. If the stock 
market by its general advances or recessions indicates 
what the business of the country is to be in the fu- 
ture, then the manufacturer, the merchant and even the 
farmer are quite justified in studying the chart of 
stock market quotations for the purpose of seeing 
whether the general trend of things is upward or 


assuming that this fore- 


downward. Such a study 


shadowing can be counted upon—is nothing more than 
an indication of business prudence. 

It is true that there is a general disposition on the 
part of those who take optimistic views of the situa- 
tion to take from the stock market this characteristic 
quality. One is quite apt to hear the statement made 
that business prosperity is still on the increase, and 
that the recent decline in stock market prices must be 
simply a temporary fluctuation, because the railroads 
are crowded with freight, the manufacturers are al- 
most snowed under with orders, and from one end of 
the country to the other there is every evidence of the 
most intense business activity. But the time to consult 
the barometer is not usually after the storm has made 
itself evident by the ordinary positive indications of its 
existence. The value of a barometer is in the fore- 
shadowing it gives that an atmospheric depression is 
approaching, when to the eye there are no outward in- 
dications of it.

these outward manifestations are deceptive and that in 
a short time more these fair conditions will give place 
to conditions wholly the reverse. 

It is, however, difficult in judging of variations in 
stock market quotations to say whether a decline indi- 
cates the coming on of a general trade depression or 
whether it is merely one of those episodes which char- 
acterize variation in intensity even in advancing forces. 
[t is clear that our financial condition is in certain 
ways of a highly satisfactory character. It is question- 
able whether ever before in the history of this country 
so large a proportion of our people, particularly those 
engaged in agricultural pursuits, have been so com- 


fortably situated. As the result of a succession of 
good harvests, with reasonable market prices, mort- 
gages have been paid off, debts of various kinds can- 
celled, and in an enormous number of individual in- 
stances a surplus has been put aside to meet the pos- 
sible hard times of the future. For this reason the 
causes which in past financial crises have brought suf- 
fering to a great many people—that is, the pressure 
upon them of debts—is not likely to form as serious a 














































































factor in any future change in business conditions. 
Each financial crisis that has come upon this country 
had 


during the last two or three generations has 


causes that were peculiarly its own, and for this rea- 
son we are not in a position to judge as closely as 
we otherwise might be of whether the conditions that 
now present themselves are those which will lead to 
untoward results or are merely temporary in their na- 
ture. 

It is, however, well to take into account that even in 
stock market matters the public has a greater inter- 
est than would appear probable by a great deal that is 
written concerning stock market conditions. Apart 
from the general business depression which a great 
collapse in the stock market would indicate as prob- 
able, there is a more general participation in current 
speculation by the business community than is com- 
monly admitted by financial writers. The statement 
has been frequently made of late that the public is no 
longer in the market; that it is now simply a question 
of great capitalists; but we fancy the truth is that the 
public which takes part in stock operations is quite as 
much in the market now as it has been at any time. 
Its cessation in activity consists in not making further 
purchases of stocks either on margins or otherwise. It 
is intimated that one reason for this is that the public 
is nearly up to its neck in stocks which have been pur- 
chased at prices probably quite as high as those that 
now prevail, and perhaps higher, and that it—the pub- 
lic—has all that it cares to do to supply the margins 
needed to make good declines in market prices. 

The companies, old, new and reorganized, whose 
securities are dealt in in the stock market, represent an 
enormous quantity of shares, and it is quite improbable 
that the greater part of these have been purchased out 
right and locked up in the safes of Messrs. Rockefel

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USING PEAT FOR FUEL. 


Peat is all organic matter, formed from mosses and 
other minor plants, which have been submerged in 
water and thus preserved in the bogs. As it exists in 


the bogs, the largest constituent is water, dry matter 
forming only about 10 per cent of the total weight. 


In fact, the drying of the peat is everywhere regarded 
as the most troublesome point, for it is impossible to 
remove the water economically oe niger way, 
either by pressure or by heating in kilns or kiln-like 
appliances ; the peat must be dried | in the fei air and 
the preparation thus becomes dependent on the cli 
mate. 

The most ancient method of digging peat, still 
much used, is the simple one of cutting it by hand with 
a spade in regular, rectangular pieces, which are then 
spread on the leveled surface of the bog and dried. 
At present this method is much used in the Nether 
lands and in Germany. Although it requires much 
labor, yet it will often give a very cheap fuel, especial 
ly where wages are low, a skilled laborer being able to 
work ‘one metric ton dried peat in a day. 

In order to reduce the volume peat-milling machines 
have been commonly introduced into all European 
countries within the last fifty years. In these ma- 
chines the fibrous structure of the peat is broken up, 
the mass kneaded, mixed and somewhat pressed to- 
gether; it contracts considerably in drying, the vol- 
ume of the peat often being only one-eighth of the 
original. Thus the peat gains a very compact con- 
sistence and bears a close resemblance to lignite, both 
in appearance and density. Most of these machines 
knead the peat as it is taken from the bog. The ma- 
chines thus used consist of a hollow cast-iron cylinder 
or cone, in which rotate one or two rollers set with 
knives or screw-ridges, which break up the peat, mix 
it, and lastly press it through a mouthpiece, which it 
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leaves in the form of a continuous rectangular block. 
his block is wet and soft as the peat in its natural 


state, and is cut in pieces at proper lengths and then 
carried off to dry.—Adolf Dal, in the Engineering
